On Janu ary 1, 19 42, 
twenty -six 
Gov ernments signed the 
Declara­ 
tion of the United 
Nations. 
They 
pledged su pport to the principles of 
the Atlantic Charter of Internation­ 
al Freedom. They pledged their fu ll 
resou rces—‘military and economic— 
against those 
Ax is 
nations 
with 
which they were at war. They pledg­ 
ed nev er to sign a separate armistice 
or peace with the enemy . 
Each y ear, Ju ne 14, is observ ed as 
Flag Day as a sy mbol of ou r alleg­ 
iance to the ideals of ou r cou ntry . 
Bu t, in this y ear of 
all-ou t 
war 
against ty ranny , ou r allegiance 
is 
entwined with loy alty to all 
who 
battle alongside u s, wherev er 
they 
may be. As we hav e u nited in 
the 
past to bu ild a mighty America ou t 
of pioneers who came hero 
from 
many lands, so today we join 
with 
United Nations on ev ery continent 
to fight for the age-old hu man ideal 
of freedom. We may differ 
with 
many of ou r allies in langu age, 
or 
religion, or form of gov ernment, bu t 
we are u nited on a basic principle 
now challenged by Ax is aggressors. 
It is the principle that hu man 
be­ 
ings hav e a right to be free, 
that 
they hav e a right 
to 
decide 
for 
themselv es what k ind of gov ernment 
they wish, that they hav e the inalien­ 
able right to life, liberty and 
the 
pu rsu it of happiness. 
To pay tribu te to the u nconq u er­ 
able determination of the twenty - 
six United 
Nations— to 
giv e 
the 
citizens of this commu nity an 
op­ 
portu nity to 
ex press their conv ic­ 
tion that the spirit of freedom will 
nev er die, and that ou r cau se will 
be v ictoriou s— to ex press ou r confi­ 
dence in the sincerity , the gallan­ 
try and the mu tu al respect of 
the 
United Nations whether 
they 
are 
now on the 
battle-lines, 
whether 
their lands are temporarily 
u nder 
the heels of Ax is ty ranny , or wheth­ 
er they serv e by su pply ing the v ital 
materials of war.

19 42, 
Flag Day and I ask all citizens 
to 
co-operate with the Flag Day Com­ 
mittee in carry ing ou t a fitting ob­ 
serv ance of this day . I ask the peo­ 
ple of Hamlin to display the flag of 
the United States as well as 
the 
flags of other United Nations which 
may be in their possession. I ask for 
fu ll participation in all ceremonies 
which may be held in this commu ni­ 
ty so that the world will k now that 
Americans stand shou lder to shou ld­ 
er with ou r allies in 
the 
u ndy ing 
determination to fight u ntil v ictory 
is ou rs.

Did y ou get 10, 20 or 40 thou sand miles off y ou r last set of 
tires? If y ou want to gradu ate into the 40 thou sand class with 
those on y ou r present car, here are some things to watch: 
Hav e y ou r wheels balanced, and check 
them for alignment at least twice a 
y ear. Improper alignment cau ses the 
tires to drag instead of roll. Improper 
balance scrapes off the tread in wav es. 
Watch y ou r brak e adju stment too, be­ 
cau se u nev en brak es cau se wear in 
one spot. 
Criss cross y ou r tires ev ery fou r to 
fiv e thou sand miles. This ev ens tread 
wear and k eeps y ou r spare in u se. Fiv e 
tires u sed 16 ,000 miles each is better 
than fou r tires u sed 20,000 miles plu s 
one u nu sed spare. Ru bber degenerates rapidly withou t ex ­ 
ercise. 
W atch for tread cu ts and hav e Jhcm repaired immediately . 
If y ou hav e to store tires, k eep them in a dark 
cool room ou t 
of air cu rrents. 
Tires that hav e been retreaded or recapped will giv e many 
more miles of serv ice, bu t don’t driv e at ex cessiv e speeds 
with them.

Po inting o ut that the co nsumer has n o such task, Mr. McCullo ug h said the 
buy ing public has an o bv io us duty to beco m e familiar with the basic pro ­ 
v isio ns o f the price reg ulatio n. 


“ During the first few weeks after M ay I 8 it is o nly to be ex pected that 
there will be m any perplex ing questio ns and there will be instances o f dis­ 
ag reement between custo mer and seller o v er m ax im um prices. These are 
inev itable ev en w hen the retailer has fix ed his ceiling prices in strict keep­ 
ing with the rules set do wn. 


Befo re July I, educate y o urself and y o ur neig hbo r o n the price reg ulatio ns 
and h o w they o perate. 


D o n’t try to be a “ price-po liceman” . Leav e the po licing jo b to the Office o f 
Price Administratio n. Fro m the v ery start, prices will be under the clo sest 
surv eillance o f O P A , which will use the trained technicians o f the Bureau 
o f Labo r Statistics to check price trends.
